The introduction of resolutions formed the
opening chaptor in the husiness of the oard
of Edueoation last night, as tho provious
meating had been discontinued nt that point
in the rozular procesdings.

On resolution of Mr. Bigutior the
ageelded to purchase S50 copics
Giarmas' Inngunge tooks,

On resolution af Mr. Smyth the boared
volted to Insiruct the suparintendont 1o
transfer the puplls who sttend the St Dar-
nnbus selionl to the Cass sehool and to trans-
fer tne sevonth and eighth geade pupils of
the Centrdl school to the St Burnabas
school, providing also that those pupils who
live near 1o the Farnam school may go thern
Ipstend, 1l thoy so desire, until the new Uon-
trul &chool is completad,

Mr. W. N, Dancock, from lhe eammittee
on rules, to which Mr. Murtin's resolution
looking to the shortening of the school yvear
hod beon ralerrnd, reported in favor of the
resvlution.  The matter was discissod ot
soma leneih,  ‘Tho resolution proviged that
the fuil term should begin on the second
Monduay in September and end on tho 24th of
Decomver: the winter term shoula begin on
Januney 2 aud end on tho [nst Friday in
April. Thespring term shonid begin on the
Monday fellowice the tivst, Frday o April
and end on the second Bridey in Jdune, or
such dute ns 1o make tio length of the school
your thivty-clght wecks in the pinea of forly
woeks, providing also that saeh  chdoge
ghould not cause any reductlon o suluries of
the tenehers,

HE NOW MAKES SEWER PIPE BY MACHINERY

An Ominhn Invention Which Will Revoln-
tiomize the Peesent Way of Manafaotuars
Ing Sewer Pipe—<Will e Mude
Omnhn.

Theso are days ol progress, surely,
and Omehn keeps pace with the nmes,
Among the most emphatic evidenoes of
this faet 1s 0 comont pipe muochine that
must fe rated as one of the most useful
inventions of the nge and is bound to
revolutionize the prosant way of making
sower pipe,  This maching is the result
of the combined work of four inventors,
whoso Inbors, brinls, tests, expoarlinsnts
and lucubrations cover n period of six
yvears hefors venching the stundared of
porfection which has at lnst heen ate
tained,  The chief spirit and proprietor
of the enterprise is Jefl Bedford, the
waoll known  15th  street conl dealor,
who in  the period mentionod has
expended nearly #60,000 to  encom-
piss the nchievemoent whivh has at lust
8o fully erowned his long and persistent
effort,

But few can comprehend the field
which exists for the work of just such
an invention, nnd un abundunt hurvest
cortainly awnits the man who has spont
these long vears, and o énug little for-
tune,  in its successful  completion.
Fvery ity of 5,000 inhabitants.or more,
in this country, and the most advaicoea
of the foreign nutions, are putting in
sowoerago systems  in which clny nnd
cement pipe ig the one and only factor
of construction, The subject of frrign-
tion by storage reservoirs which npritates
the whole of the great immeasurable
woest, and which wins racently
taken up in congress, when the
pluns of government lawmakers reach
fruition, the demund for pipe will be one

of incaiculable magnitude. Pipe must
be used in carvying the water o the
fields from the reservoirs.  Already,

The Bodford machine is ag certnin to
revolutionize, as I said 1n the outsat, the
present mode nnd  munner of sewar-pipo
manufncture #s electricity is in time to
be the motor power of the whole uni-
varse,  Alvondy Mre. Bedlored is flooded
with fetters of Inquiry from all parts of
tho Unitod Stutes and muny parts of
Flurope,

The machine is
that it will mnke any
four to thirty inches in
from two andn half to three feet in
length, with either the bell or flange
shaped end; or the round, oval or egg-
shnped with flat base, just as snits the
consumer’s idens of what he wants,
Heretofore this work has nll been  ac-
complished by hand, the results being
slow and tedious and entailing an im-
menss outlay of monay, of course. With
the Bedford moachine iv is different
The rnmming of the cement and sand
into piping i done by steam, ench ram-
mer muking from six to seven kundred
strikes to the minute, The constrac-

By the presont hand process
ol muking pipe four men will maike from
60 1o 7C feetl por day of the larger pipe,
while the Boedford machine with eight
maoen will maie 1000 feet per doy, or eqal-
ling the work of sixty man at the present
process, and ot the same time make n
better and haeder pipe, the compres-
sura by the munmers belng the snme In
wll parts, und not varving as it does by
hand  muking, The machine woighs
nbout 8ix  tons, and ean  he run
with o ¢ommon threshing machine on-
gine.

The proportions of the materinl used
in the Bedford pipe s one part coment
und four parts sand and pravoel, [t im-

proves witn wge, hus boen amply dem-
onstrited, water and moisture being its
nutural elements,  Some pipe of these
mnlerinls was recontly tuken up in Eng-
land that was luin over 100 yeurs ngo,
It was in nn alinost thorough state of
erystalization, attesting  indisputably
thiest the longoer it remains in the ground
tha stronger and hardar it becomaos.

Me, Bedford is yot undecided as to
whether Omaha would be the best city
in which to organize n home stoek com-
puny for the l'ml-rtl Suules or to go to
Boston or New York,
